ish minister has advised his government 
to commute the sentences o£ the Ameri- 
cans captured on the Competitor, und 
that there is good reason to believe that 
his advice will be follov,-ed. It Is ex- 
pected that in the end the Americans will 
be fully pardoned, unless after a! civil 
trial, fairly and dispassionately.'con- 
ducted, they be found ffuUty. In that 
event, the Bentence of the civil court will 
probably be carried out without protest 
from our government. 


The state department gave out the fol- 


lowing yesterday: "In the Competitor 
(.aae. It can be authoritatively stated 
that at the request of the "United States, 
the Spanish government will postpone 
execution .'of the death sentences upoM; 
American citizens until the views of the 
United States respecting the application 
Jo their oases of the treaty of 1T95 ar.d tho 
protocol of 1S77 can be presented and 
considered." 


Well-informed officials say their case 


is in many respects similar to that of ex- 
Consul Waller In Madagascar, against 
whom, however, the evidence waa more 
of a circumstantial character, yet he was 
sentenced to penal servitude for life, 
gnbsequently to be fully pardoned upon 
the energetic Inalstance of Secretary 
Clney. whose prompt intervention in the 
Competitor affair. It Is not now doubted, 
will be as ultimately successful. 


There Is. of course, some danger of 


complications arising from the Intem- 
perate language of the Spanish news- 
papers, based upon dispatches sent from 
the United States, and consequent out- 
breaks of the Spanish populace, 
but 


these conditions are offset by the obli- 
gations which the existing Spanish gov- 
ernment IB under to President Cleve- 
land's administration for its conserva- 
tive "course In the pas; few weeks, when 
notwithstanding

vote of both housei of congress, by 
which the will of the people for recog- 
nizing belligerency was proclaimed, no 
overt action.in favor of the revolution- 
ists has come from the executive. In 
this connection it has probably occurred 
to the Spanish cabinet that had belliger-. 
ency been proclaimed three weeks-ago, 
when congress demanded It. the sum- 
mary sentence of the Competitor's cap- 
tives would have been utterly precluded 
by. the plainest tenets of International 
law. 


„, VIEWS IN EffGIAND. 


Spain Uma Acted ."U'Uely In Granting 


Stay of ExecutJon. 


London, Hay 12.—The Times says In 


u.n editorial: Spain Is well advised in 
yielding to Mr. Olnay's demand for de- 
lay. She has thus averted an explosion 
of popular Indignation In the United 
States which no administration, however 
pacifically disposed, could have resisted. 
K la extremely fortunate that the sen- 
tences have not been summarily exe- 
cuted, so that Spain Is able to avert an 
unappeasable quarrel. A friendly dis- 
cussion of the points of Issue will give 
time for angry passions on both sides to 
tool. It will not be denied that Spain 
has the right on her side, but to insist 
upon the letter of her rights would be In 
the highest degree Impolitic. The United 
States can make a strong case on merely 
technical grounds. 
"Spain can hardly 


seriously advance the quibble that the 
privilege of a civil trial (to American 
citizens under the treaty) only belongs 
to residents In Cuba, while. In face of the 
cloath sentence, It could not be hoped 
that irregularities In the trial would be 
overlooked. 
If President Cleveland hart 


yielded to the pressure to acknowledge 
the insurgents as oelligerentsrthe Com- 
petitor captives would have been en- 
titled to the privileges of prisoners ot 
war. Therefore, it would be singularly 
bad policy to give the United States an 
Irresistible reason for conferring upon 
the Insurgents an advantage hitherto 
withheld. Both the Spanish government 
and press ought scrupulously to avoir! 
anything tending to make the continued 
neutrality of the United States impos- 
sible. . Captain General Weyler's atti- 
tude could be better understood If he hail 
any success In dealing with the Insur- 
gents. Whatever the execution may be, 
circumstances seems "to be rapidly set- 
tling the Cuban question, and very un- 
favorably for Spain. 


The Graphic compares the Competitor 


cases to the Jameson raid, and says: 
Englishmen can sympathize with the 
United States, looking at the scandalous 
mis-government in Cuba. 
But the 


analogy collapses when the attitude of 
the United States to Its OWE raiders is 
compared with England's to tier's, 
"viliac would Europe have said Jf Mr. 
Chamberlain had talked to President 
Kruger as Mr. OlneV talked to Spain? 
"We trust, however, that Spain will show 
clemency to the filibusters, for the 
knowledge that she will not do so twice 
may help to put Mr. plney on his guard 
and to moderate the enthusiasm of the 
Florida Cubanopphiles. 


The- lladrid correspondent 
of The 


Daily Mail believes that it has already 
been resolved to respite the prisoners

All of the municipal corporations wlth- 


lu the counties of Klnes and Richmond, 
together with the- city of Lontr Island 
City, th'.- totvna of Newrown, Flushing 
and Jamaica, and part of the town of 
Hcmpstead, are consolidated with New 
York city, to take effect Jan. 1,1SS8. The 
commission -which Is created by the bill 
Is to prepare and to transmit to the leg- 
islature on or before Feb. 1, 1897, a char- 
ter, or bills providing for the government 
of the great new city. The legal name of 
the (jreai city will be the same as the 
present corporate name of this city— 
"The Mayor, Aldermen and Common- 
alty of the City of New York." There 13 
nothing In the bill which will legislate 
any head of any of the existing munici- 
pal departments out of office. Until the 
new charter Is enacted, the varloae local 
governments are to remain undisturbed. 
At the general election In November, 
1897, the mayor and other municipal ofll- 
cers for the consolidated city must be 
elected.

It means a city of such 
magnitude and such wealth In Its public 
patronage that. If the time ever came 
when it could be entirely controlled by 
one party—or, rather, by an unscrupu- 
lous ring- In the dominant faction of a 
jmrty, as has been done In time past In 
Now York. Brooklyn and other big cities 
—the Greater New York could make and 
unmake presidents and governors and 
build up and throw down political ad- 
ministrations ns a small boy builds up 
uncl throws down his castle of blocks. 
There ure only sis states In the Union 
which have a greater population than 
the Greater New York will have. 


The first of the supplementary bills to 


follow the passage of the Greater New 
York bill will be the Metropolitan police 
bill, consolidating the police departments 
cl New YorV, Brooklyn and Long lel- 
and City and the outlying territory of the 
Greater New York. This Is to be taken 
out of the hands of the mayors. Its sole 
control and direction Is to be placed In 
the hands of a commission, to be appoint- 
ed by the governor. As a political en- 
pine, the power of this police depart- 
ment alone Is something enormous. The 
Now- York department alone costs up- 
ward of $6,000.000'a year.

A Little Scene Tiiat Ended the Romance 


-Editor Uunacr Dead. 


New. York, May 12.—Henry 
Cuyler 


Bunner, editor of Puck, died yesterday 
at hlG residence In Nutley, N. J., from 
consumption. Mr. Bunner was born In 
Oswcgo, In IS.xi. He wag educated In a 
French school in New York City. He- 
soon became connected with the New 
York newspapers, and for some years 
was a reporter. In 1377 Swartzman & 
Keppler Issued the first edition of Puck. 
It was then a German publication. Be- 
fore long the German edition was sup- 
plemented with an English edition, nnd 
Mr. Banner was made the assistant 
editor. Before long he was In charge as 
editor. In addition to his work on Puck, 
Mr. Bunner was a frequent contrlbutoi 
to the leading magazines, and was the 
author of a number of works.

considered."

overlooked. If President Cleveland had 
yielded to the pressure to acknowledge 
the Insurgents as belligerents, the Com- 
petitor captives would have been en- 
titled to the privileges of prisoners of 
war.

"Hot and dry" is heard on every hand 


throughout nearly all the central and 
southern part of New Hampshire, and 
rr.ost correspondents unite in saying 
that rain is badly needed. 
Grass la 


growing well, but Is thin, and the feed 
in pastures is not as good as It should be. 
Farm work has been carried on very 
fast, and a great deal of ground Is ready 
for seed. Planting is fairly well under 
way In most sections, but the bulk of the 
crops remain to be put in. One corre- 
spondent in Hillsboro county reports 
that garden seeds never came up better, 
but generally the ground is too dry. 
The leaves are coming out very Cast, and 
apple trees are blooming profusely. Pear 
and plum -blossoms are not quite so 
abundant, and there are still less peach 
sets to be seen. Cherries and 
wild 


strawberries are In full bloom In south- 
ern counties. In Rocking-ham county 
one correspondent reports that culti- 
vated strawberries were badly winter- 
killed. 


Vermont. 


The first part of the week was cool In 


Vermont, but the last part has been very 
warm, and fruit buds have come out with 
a rush. Pears and apples are showing 
up well, but one correspondent In Chit- 
'tenden county reports that plum and 
cherry trees are coming Into nilossom 
sparingly. A correspondent In Lamoile 
county states that grass never looked 
better at this time of year.but the general 
report Is that it Is growing very slowly, 
and that the feed In pastures is poor. 
One correspondent in Windsor county 
says that many farmers are plowing up 
last year's seeded ground because the 
dry weather of last season prevented a 
catch. Dry weather Is the great com- 
plaint of the farmers In this state, and 
the correspondents generally say that a 
warm rain is badly needed. 


Massachusetts. • 


A heavy frost was experienced in east-

No one now living, it is safe to say, wil[ 


see A declioo in New England's cotton in- 
dustry ; changes in certain directions there 
muat "be, and mills In some Localities 
may not be as profitable as others, Lut 
taken 03 a -whole the industry is here to 
stay. Thore ia 'reason to ihink that in 
aomo wsj-ait Is meeting its hardest sled- 
dloff now. 


Its groat handicaps are the lonp hours, 


low waies and light taxation at the south 
As the manufacture in tlmt section lie- 
comes better established Hie Smt two ele- 
ments will largely disappear. 
The effect 


of the competition o[ mills running 11 anil 
13 hours per day is beginning to dawn on 
the organized labor interests aud we are 
at ths bepinnin^ of a crusurls that will 
sooner or later result in higher wages und 
shorter hours. 
At the same time there i.s 


a growing indisposition to trammel oar 
own industry with further restrictive leg- 
islation. 


Small significance attaches to the loca- 


tion of mills below Mnson and Dixon's 
line HO far as raw material is concerned, 
because n mill unless restricted to a cer- 
tain class of coarse, cheap goods can not 
rely on the cotton of its immediate viciui- 
Cy but must have other cotton for 
mixes. 


It costs nearly as much to get Arkansas or 
Texas cotton to northern Georgia, as to 
Massachusetts. The question of fuel also 
Is ol secondary iinporlauco, that is the 
question of profitableness^! unprofitable- 
ness o( cotton spinning in this locality 
will uevor depend on ic. 


The matter of mill taxation, however, i.s 


a serious one, and this subject should be 
carefully considered-.-by the community 
which is concerned for the prosperity of 
one ot its chief industries nnd supports. 
In the southern states, for instance, the 
assessment on the investment is" normal, 
say one-quarter of tlie value. This means 
more Than appears even, for the ground 
on \vhich the factories stand has relatively 
no value in excess of farming land. Here 
on tbe other hand the mill properties are 
appraised by local assessors to the full 
value, and if this i.s not enough to equal 
the amount for which the capital stock 
sells in tbe market, the state comes in 
with a levy on the balance. In other 
words, many a Massachusetts mills have 
to pay from 510,000 to S10.000 per year 
more in taxes than if located - in" the 
south.
